Federation of British Industries Plan.

The report ofa special committee of the Federation of British 
Industries on Gernan reparations says there ia a growing opinion 
in Britain that any attempt ta enforce the present reparations 
scheme would lead to the collapse of Germany, and declares that it 
is impossible to return to prewar trade conditions until methods of 
liquidating the war debts of the nations have been settled.

Continuing hia series of articles 
from North China, Mr W. 
Simms, the American correspon: 
dent, writes as follows: 

The hope of China is pinned to 
an Anglo Amortcan Lutente- 

Whatever else may happen at 
the Washington conference, 
Chinesa bigh and low are praying 
to all the good josses thero be 
tbat the United States, Britain 
and her six self-govarning 
colonies will reach an under 
standing there. 

This, they say, would mean 
more to China, the Far Evst and 
the world in general than any 
kind of paper renucciation on the 
part of militarist Japan. 

Thus China is today pulling 


Anglo-Saxon combination. The 
closer the association and the 
more powerful the combination 
ithe better she will be pleased. 

The state of mind is the direct 


Anglo-Japsnese alliance worked 
out. 

When the first alliance was 
signed in 1902, Chinese point out, 
the integrity of Korea was its 
main object. Forthwith Japao 
successively forced on China the 
independence of Korea, then 
annexed it. 

In 1911, at the treaty’s renowal, 
the integrity of China and. the 
“Open Door” in the Far East 
were specified.

While 
fally convinced that the Washing- 
ton Conference will be crowned 
with the greatest success by 
virtue of the personality of the 
President and the noble ideals of 
the United States, and the other 
Powers represented at the Con- 
ference, 1 am prepared to exert 
my utmost endeavours with 2 
view to affording whatever con- 
tribation lies within my power 
towards its success.”

the medium of the railway. The 
best of Japan's progressive intel- 
lect has b.en concentrated on the 
managoroeot of the railway under 
Baron Goto. who had alrealy 
shown his admirable capacity as 
an organiser in Formosa. With 
the co-operation of capable young 
men, the Baron succeeded in de- 
monstrating to China and other 
countries, in fact to the whole 
of tha civilizad world the economic 
value of the railway.

The road uoder the’ Russiso 
management was only a military 
one, but unter Baron Goto it 
proved 
highly useful carrier of the com- 
modities of great value. The line 
was also made a very important 
link in the world’s system of com- 
munications. .

The value cf the — lina 
as an economic ° factor 
natorally attracted very wide 
attention, and the futility of « 
competition attributable solely to 
geographical snd other condition 
beyond human control started a 
jealousy which has resulted in’ a 
wide criticisro of Japan's contro} 
and management of tho line. 
Serious misrepresentations were 
published broadsast in Enrope 
and especially in America, and 
Japan was criticised as mono- 
polising the benefit by dis- 
crimina’iog against conpatitors.

These charges, hawever, were 
never proved, and no evidence 
was produced to support them. 

MR. COLEMAN'S VIEW. 

Mr. Frederic Coleman who 
made personal investigations ic 
South Manchuria writes in fhe 
Far East Unveiled” that he failed 
to find any evidence of Japan dis- 
criminsting against any foreigner

WHAT IS DOING IN MONGOLIA? 


Viewing Russia's inpetence to-day it requires some 
efiort of the imagination to credit the Muscovite mpnace 
that so long lay over China and was the bughear of ‘succes- 
sive British statesmen. Earlier in the present century 
Russian penétration—the antithesis of “peaceful” in its 
nature—of China had come to be accepted as inevitable. 
especially with the completion of ‘the Trans- 2 
Railway. Russian troops latd ruthless hands on those of 
China's nationals who had the misfortune to live inareas 
bordering upon sibevia, Tu-day the tale is of the contrary 
purport. and many tales have been told. perhaps with some 
exaggeration, of the persecution suffered by Russians at 
Chinese hands. Whether this is just an ephemeral phase 
in the turn of affairs remains to be seen Excluded from 
the Washington Conference. the Soviet talks of organising 
a Far Eastern conference on tt» own account, and tt is also 
seeking to negotiate a trade ayreement with China. The 
Soviet's professions sound of the fairest, but sundry 
circumstances arcuse curiosity as to theie true inwardaness. 

The prublein is somexhat complicated by the position 
of the Fur Eastern Republic. That body is ostensibly 
independent, but the cther day its spokesman. while alluding 
to the separate Constitution of the F.E.R.. declared that 
Moscow and Chita are “one and indivisible.” The Far 
Eastern Republic has not been accorded recognition by the 
Powers, but it has been making strenuous attempts te open 
trade relations with them. Mr. Abbott, whose uame has 
Jately been mentioned prominently in connection with 
China’s default over an American lean. paid a visit to 
Chita not long ago, and appeared to be favourably im- 
pressed with the country’s potentialities. The Chita 
Government has since organised ‘a mission to the United 
States with a view to interesting capitalists there in 
F.E.R. industries, and it is reported that co-operation is 
sougbt in the exploitation of valuable mines and other 
properties. Simultaneously both Moscow and Chita, the 
latter of whom has been negotiating at Dairen fora treaty 
with Japan. bave been approaching China with a view to 
commercial agreements. 

Peking. it appears, is viewing these overtures 
cautiously, which is not surprising in view of recent 
events. Only the other day.it was reported that Moscow 
had concluded a treaty with Mongolia, China's vassal. 
We have not the text of the various Sino-Russian conven- 
tions respecting Mongolia at our elbow. but this action of 
Moscow suggests an infringement of China's suzerainty. 
The British position’ respecting China's other vassal, 
Tibet, has been the subject of some criticism, but Britain 
has not proposed to ignore China. Another singular 

. feature ip relation to Mongolia is that when its first 
Parliament, real or so-called, was convened a few weeks 
ago. it was held. not in the Mongolian capital. bat in the 
FLE.R. This, it may be noted, occurs at‘a time when 
there is-talk of China organising Mongolia into provinces. 
There has just been some discussion with the F. E. R. as 
to.conditions for the return of Mongolia to China, which 
in itself savours of the atomalous, for how comes the 
F.E.R. to hold the territory, anyway? It may be that the 
circumstance is nothing more than an item in the.general 

confusion that has prevailed in that part of the world. 
The position, as we said, is curious. On tne one hand, 
there is at least the appearance of the thin end of the 
wedge ina Russian attempt to resume domination over 
China’s outlying territory; on the other, there may be 

-yaluable openings for commerce unrealised, or imperfectly 

. realised, by the British Gcvernment and British traders. 
Perhaps the authorities at home have been sparing an eye 
to both aspects in that quarter of the globe, as they have, 
or should have, facilities for gatherjng the essential in- 
formation. I: is certainly important to ascertain whether 
the Soviet is really out for aggrandisement in Mongolia or 
pnly OF légitiinate business. ee ~~
